We need to welcome all skaters and encourage 
each other to push ourselves so we can develop roller skating as 
a sport. | love seeing all the gnarly tricks people are posting on IG 
and seeing how they are holding the door open behind them and 
creating the space for other skaters to do the same.

My dad's side of the family used to roller skate heaps and he and

It's 
why, | feel, So many young people find street skating appealing 
and its definitely why | love it. Whilst most other wheel disciplines 
of wheels (ie skateboarding, rollerblading or bmxing) are met with 
hostility, roller skating in Sydney is so new to everyone and its 
looked with such fondness by everyone, that they are generally 
okay with roller skaters around the city - but | may unintentionally 
change that perception :P

WHAT IS YOUR OPINION ABOUT THE INCLUSION IN ROLLERSKATE? IS THERE 
ANYTHING YOU WOULD LIKE TO CHANGE ABOUT THE SCENE? 


A major grievence of mine is the lack of space for transgender 
women and femme people in rollerskating. | am a proud 
transgender woman, | acknowledge that | have been incrediblely 
lucky in being able to establish myself, whils transitioning, in my 
career, in my sport and communities. | acknowledge that my 
stubbornness has manifested through traumatic experiences in 
high school and volleyball. These times of my life have required me 
to be resilient and strong. However, not everyone needs to be 
resilient and strong, we all deserve to be loved and supported 
espeically transgender women, espeically First Nations and Black 
transgender women! The Rollerskate community does not give us 
enough space and nor support us to exist safely and just...be. 


| am tired of the rollerskate community seeing us as a threat, and | 
encourage everyone in rollerskating to look inwards and 
re-evaluate your relationship with gender and to deconstruct their 
internalised transmisogyny and let us actually exist, not as isolated 
peoples walking a fine line hoping for the community's approval, 
but as actual beings who are multifaceted dynamic real living 
people! 


This is what | would love to see change, everyone reassessing their 
internalised transmisogyny and empowering 
transgender women by giving them the means 
to have space and the comfort to feel safe 

in that space. A space to self determine, be 
allowed to learn and grow and a space that 
gives them an organic and innate sense of 
community or agency to help build it.

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We put on our rollerskates and begin our journey through the '80s 
looking for those who skated at that time we found a play exclusively 
on wheels: Starlight Express, a British musical play that premiered in 
1984, directed by Trevor Nunn. The play is about a boy who plays 
with his toy trains and he falls asleep and then he dreams that the 
trains come to life and they start to compete with each other. 
The play takes place in huge stages in which they builded ramps, 
quarters, bridges and race tracks that extended from the center of 
the stage to the auditorium (the setting of the stage depended on the 
theater where the play was presented). During the play actors and 
actresses where singing, dancing while skating. 
The person in charge of this beautiful choreography on wheels is 
Arlene Phillips. These skater got at high speed while carving, they 
performed some 180 and 360 jumps or perfect flips coming off the 
ramps during the play. 
The idea to create Starlight Express on skates came from the 
designer John Napier, during the work he did for Cats on Broadway. 
Napier and the director Trevor Nunn were walking together through 
Central Park where they met a group of street dancers and Napier 
thought "trains have wheels, so do skaters" 
Although the play has changed over the years, the rollerskates 
always remained.
